On March 8, 2009, at approximately 1200 hours, Deputies Michael Spina and Roman 
Foss used force with Suspect John Weber which resulted in the suspect sustaining a 
fractured elbow. 


Deputies Michael Spina, Roman Foss, and Rodriguez Caroline effected a patrol 
check of the location, an abandoned house, pursuant to an Abatement of Public 
Nuisances Order. Upon their arrival, the deputies saw several individuals 
trespassing in the front yard of the location. The deputies detained those individuals 
and were checking the abandoned residence when they discovered Suspect Weber 
in the garage. 


Deputies Spina and Foss contacted Suspect Weber and directed him to exit the 
garage but the suspect refused. The deputies gained control of Suspect Weber's 
arms and pulled him out of the garage through the damaged garage door. Suspect 
Weber landed face down on a couch which was adjacent to the garage door. During 
handcuffing, a struggle ensued and Suspect Weber's right elbow was fractured. He 
was treated at Verdugo Hills Hospital. 


It was later determined that Suspect Weber had a felony warrant issued for his arrest 
E to his status as a parolee at large, 3056 EE 


On February 11, 2010, the Executive Force Review Committee convened and 
conducted a review regarding the facts of this case. The applicable policies that 
were evaluated by the committee were: MPP §§ 3-01/025.00, Use of Force; 3- 
01/025.10, Unreasonable Force; and 3-01/050.10, Performance to Standards.
